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Objectors describe housing 
estate plans as 'outrageous' 


RESIDENTS of Lyme Regis and Uplyme 
filled the Guildhall last week to object to a 
proposal for up to 120 houses on land off Sid- 
mouth Road, describing the plans as “outra¬ 
geous”. 

Hallam Land Management Ltd. recently submitted 
an outline planning application for either 100 houses 
and land for a care home or 120 houses in an Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB), just west of the 
border of Lyme Regis in the East Devon parish of Up¬ 
lyme. 

Although the development would not fall within the 
town’s border, Lyme Regis Town Council and West

Dorset District Council have been consulted on the 
application, as any new housing estate on the site 
would be affiliated with Lyme. 

It was standing room only as the town council’s 
Planning and Highways Committee were asked to 
consider the application at last week’s meeting. 

The main concerns from residents included the ef¬ 
fect the development would have on the landscape, 
services and infrastructure of the surrounding area. 

Unsuitable for development 

Objecting resident Robin Cooper said that the plan¬ 
ning process was based on many policies and asked: 
“Should we ignore all of this? And in its place we sup¬ 
port a proposal from a developer to concrete over an 
Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty? Why? Because 
of financial gain or because it has created a perception 
that this proposal addresses the wants and desires of 
some people in West Dorset. I don’t think so.” 

He added that planning policies offered the “highest 
protection” to AONBs and this specific site was con¬ 
sidered to be “the most sensitive to landscape change 
and therefore unsuitable for development” by East 
Devon and West Dorset councils. 

Referring to the proposal that 50 per cent of the 
housing would be affordable, Mr Cooper said that 
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houses rented at 80 per 
cent of the market value 
were not affordable, and 
that the government had 
“rendered the word ‘af¬ 
fordable’ totally mean¬ 
ingless”. 

John Clements from 
Blue Waters Drive com¬ 
mented: “Does Lyme 
Regis need any more 
second homes to be built 
on the skyline of a beau¬ 
tiful hillside and on 
AONB land? Every fifth 
house in Lyme Regis is 
empty for most of the 
year and is a second 
home. The fact is, there 
is no need for more. 

“Does Lyme Regis 
need any affordable or 



Another Blue Waters Drive resident said that “the 
East Devon AONB, the village of Uplyme and his¬ 
toric town of Lyme Regis will all be damaged if this 
inappropriate application is not refused”.

assisted housing to be built on AONB land? This can 
be met by existing stock in West Dorset and East 
Dorset District Council 


has adequate supplies to 
meet this need. So the 
fact is, there is no need.” 

Mr Clements described 
the proposal as “nothing 
short of a crime”, adding: 
“What a legacy to leave 
our children, just to ac¬ 
commodate a rapacious 
developer.” 

He also expressed con¬ 
cerns that the proposal 
would become the first 
phase of a “major devel¬ 
opment” in the area and 
asked councillors not to 
allow “subjective issues 
to cloud their decisions” 
and to ask themselves 
whether the development 
was really necessary. 

Sidmouth Road resi¬ 
dent John Marriage said: 
“Here, the economy de¬ 
pends on the beauty of 
the landscape. When you 
degrade the beauty you 
chip away at the eco¬ 
nomic value. If you allow 
a dense urban housing es¬ 
tate with no architectural 
merit to be dumped on a 
hilltop you just as you 
reach the town, it is the 
economy of Lyme Regis 
you are damaging.”

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Six candidates stand for four council seats 


LYME Regis Town Council was last night 
(Tuesday) expected to choose up to four new 
members to join the authority. 

Six applicants put their names forward for the four 
available seats, after the council was left short of num¬ 
bers when only 10 stood for election. 

The applicants were considered at a private meeting 
of the council last night. They were as follows: 

Richard Doney - a chartered engineer and founder 
director and share holder of Lyme Regis Brewery. He 
is also a volunteer at St Michael’s Primary School and

involved with Lyme Regis Business Group. In his ap¬ 
plication he said that his experience and skills would 
be used to “beneficial effect” as a councillor. 

Brian Larcombe MBE - an HR senior executive 
officer at the MoD’s Hydrographic Office in Taunton. 
Having grown up in Lyme Regis, Brian has recently 
bought a property in the town, saying “I’ve never re¬ 


ally left Lyme”. He was awarded the MBE in January 
for services to the UK Hydrographic Office and in¬ 
dustrial relations, and has also sat on Comeytrowe 
Parish Council in Taunton for 21 years, 17 of these as 
chairman. 

Duncan Lay - a practicing independent financial 
advisor who has lived in Lyme Regis since 2006. He 
said he is familiar with “all aspects of accountancy, 
cash flow planning, business strategy, contract law, 
employment law, pensions and taxation”. In his ap¬ 
plication he said he thought the town council had 
been “weak” in financial expertise for some years and

She added that local services would be put under ad¬ 
ditional pressure, traffic issues would be exacerbated 
and the rural approach to Lyme Regis would be ru¬ 
ined. 

Vivian Brock, who lives on Sidmouth Road, said 
the new development would not boost the local econ¬ 
omy, as residents were unlikely to walk or cycle all 
the way into town and if they drove they would strug¬ 
gle to park and cause further safety problems for 
pedestrians. 

She added that West Dorset had already rejected the 
developer’s suggestion of an extended pavement on 
Sidmouth Road, as it would create a blind corner, and 
any residents of the new development were more 
likely to travel west out of town for their shopping. 

Uplyme resident Keith Thompson said the proposal 
would put “massive pressure” on local services when 
the village’s school was already full, and complained 
that you would be able to see the development “glow¬ 
ing in the dark” from many areas of Uplyme. 

“If this goes through, it will surely be the end of 
East Devon as we know it now,” he concluded. 

Another resident commented: “This purely for 
profit for the landowner and developers. We all know 
this is not an application for 120 houses, it’s an ap¬ 
plication for 350. The location is not Uplyme, it’s not 
East Devon, this is Lyme Regis - it’s a suburb.” 


Councillor Michaela Ellis echoed many of the res¬ 
idents’ concerns. 

She said: “I have concerns about the local, schools, 
medical services, access into the town and high 
amount of traffic that’s going to be up there. 

“Yes, this town does need affordable housing, there 
are many people out there that can’t get on the West 
Dorset list for various reason but they are in need for 
affordable housing. But I don’t think that overrides 
most of the concerns that I have with this. 

“If all of these people move into the town, where 
are they going to be working?” 

Councillor John Broom said he did not feel Lyme 
Regis Town Council should be discussing the matter, 
adding: “It’s an East Devon District Council problem, 
it’s not our problem.” 

Councillor Ellis argued that it was Lyme Regis’ 
problem, as any new residents would be using the 
town’s services yet it would not receive any Section 
106 (planning gain) funding, which would all go to 
East Devon. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, said the 
town’s main concern was the effect on infrastructure. 
He said he had “grave concerns” that the application 
would be passed on appeal, and in this case they 
should ensure Lyme be considered when making Sec¬ 
tion 106 and affordable housing agreements.

chairman of the committee earlier in the meeting de¬ 
fended the need for affordable housing in the town 
following earlier comments. 

“Affordable housing is crucial to Lyme Regis,” she 
said. 

Her comment received a hostile response from those 
in the public gallery. 

“You can huff all you like, but if you’re a young per¬ 
son in this town hearing ‘it’s fine, they can be accom¬ 
modated in other areas of West Dorset’... people who 
were born and raised in this town would like the abil¬ 
ity to stay close to their families,” she continued. 

“Lots of people choose to go away, lots of people 
want to stay.” 

More tutting and comments were heard from the 
public gallery. 

Councillor Williams continued: “Can I have some 
order please? You have to be willing to listen to other 
people’s views. 

“The affordable housing position here is horren¬ 
dous. We are here for the whole of Lyme Regis, that’s 
our remit, not just a small percentage, and the biggest 
issue we hear from our residents is affordable hous¬ 


ing. 


She added that affordable housing for rent was par¬ 
ticularly crucial and the council should be pushing for 
this if the application was to be passed. 

It was agreed to collate all of the councillors’ con¬ 
cerns and those of the public - including the effect on 
the AONB and general landscape, pressure on local 
services, access and traffic - and to send these to East 
Devon District Council, but to also make it clear that 
if the application was to be approved, Lyme Regis 
should be considered in any Section 106 agreements 
and in allocation of affordable housing, and that West 
Dorset and East Devon councils should be encour¬ 
aged to work together.

John Ridley - a former radio frequency engineer 
and senior manager with the BBC and trained jour¬ 
nalist, Mr Ridley has more recently been helping with 
the Digital Lyme project, introducing a wi-fi network 
along the seafront. In his application he said young 
people are the “town’s future” and better employment 
opportunities, not just in tourism, should be created 
for them. 

Liz Robinson - owner of a self-catering holiday let 
business based in Seaton, she moved to Lyme Regis 
from East Devon two years ago. Liz said she is a keen 
supporter of local businesses and is a member of 
Lyme Regis Business Group, as well Turn Lyme 
Green and Mrs Ethelston’s Primary School PTA. She 
describes herself as “logical, diligent, analytical and 
patient” and is interested in the future development 
of Lyme.

Mixed views on plans for 
10 new homes in Uplyme 


A PLANNING application for 10 new homes on 
land west of Herons Brook, Venlake, in Up¬ 
lyme, has split village residents. 

The application, submitted by Uplyme parish 
councillor Andrew Turner, is for 10 new 
houses, eight of which would be affordable 
and set aside for local residents, as well as a 
community allotment and orchard, and provi¬ 
sion of new access. 

The plans have split members of the Uplyme 
Noticeboard page on social networking site 
Facebook, with some expressing concerns 
that the development would exacerbate 
flooding problems in the area while others 
have argued that more affordable housing is 
needed for local people. 

The application described the site as an 
"under-utilised area" and the proposal as a 
"low density development, predominately to 
provide low cost housing for local residents". 

It explains that two of the 10 houses would

be sold on the open market, while the remain¬ 
ing eight would be split to provide rented 
properties for local people, particularly young 
couples and families, and reduced price prop¬ 
erties for sale at 75 per cent of the market 
value. 

The application states that these restrictions 
could be applied through a Section 106 agree¬ 
ment and ongoing covenants to ensure the 
situation will remain in perpetuity. 

The application form states that the site is 
not at risk of flooding but some Facebook 
users have argued that the area has flooded in 
the past, with others describing it as "a good 
way of keeping young families in Uplyme".

MUSIC will fill the air in Lyme Regisforthe 
third annual Big Mix youth music festival 
on Saturday, July 4th. 

Organised by Lyme-based youth music 
organisation B Sharp, this year's line up 
promises everything from West African 
dance rhythms and beatboxing, to indie 
power pop and opera, all in the open-air 
arena ofTheatre Square overlooking Lyme 
Bay. 

B Sharp's core values of creativity, expres¬ 
sion and integrity run through the festival 
and this year Big Mix is placing the spot¬ 
light on youth enterprise and opportunity 
with a range of fringe activities, including 
skate, scoot and biking events and a 
"crafter-noon" area run by young artists 
that includes a hooping workshop, table 
making and hair braiding.

Lyme's clean break into countryside 
will be ruined by proposed houses 



Scout troop reaches for the top! 


■ THE 1 st Lym Valley Scouts recently visited the Clip N Climb in Exeter in an 
exciting troop outing. The Uplyme-based scouts sought to push themselves 
to the top as they took on a variety of climbing walls, as well as racing each 
other to the summit. Many of them went further by attempting climbing on 
the pillars, a difficult manoeuvre as the height of the pillars increased each 
time. Scouting at 1st Lym Valley provides everyday adventure for young 
people between six to 14. Leader Karen Yelland said: "Climbing is just an¬ 
other activity on the list offered by us throughout the termly programme.

Midnight torchlight for summer solstice 


■ AS you go out of Lyme Regis in the 
western direction, you come to a sud¬ 
den sharp transition. It’s simultane¬ 
ously the Shire Lane crossroads, the 
county boundary from Dorset into 
Devon, and the gateway from town 
into open country. 

Ahead you see a huge field. The his¬ 
tory books say that it’s the largest field 
in the whole district; the 1887 map 
gives its area, 13.323 acres. It 
stretches gently up to and over the 
skyline, so that you can’t see its limits 
and have the impression it’s even 
larger than it is. 

This field is what gives you the feel¬ 
ing of bursting out of the town into in¬ 
finite country. This is the field on 
which Hallam Land Management Ltd. 
wants to build a suburb. 

Lyme lives now on its beauty. It’s the 
tight, little seaport at the west end of 
the Dorset coast, just before the way 
along the coast is stopped by the im¬ 
passable Undercliff. Or, by the inland 
and upland route, Dorset ends at this 
clean break into another region. That’s 
Lyme’s shape. There are few towns 
left now that have a clean break into 
the countryside, instead of a haze of 


suburbs. 

Planning decisions have to be based 
on criteria in the official policies, 
which are mainly practical, but some 
are aesthetic, about harmony with the 
surroundings, or not spoiling an Area 
of Outstanding Natural Beauty. Sense 
of shape is not one of the criteria that 
legislators thought of mentioning, but 
I think it’s vital, and, consciously or 
subconsciously, it is felt by residents 
and visitors. 

Lyme’s shape will be ruined if devel¬ 
opers are allowed to build, on this up¬ 
land field, a suburb.

View from the 

churches 


FOR those of us at Uplyme in the Diocese of Exeter, a 
significant piece of news last week was the announce¬ 
ment of Reverend Dame Sarah Mullally as the next 
Bishop of Crediton. 

Dame Sarah had a distinguished service in the NHS 
before her ordination as a priest, finally becoming the 
government’s Chief Nursing Officer for England in 
1999. She left the post to enter the full-time ministry in 
2004 and now becomes the fourth woman to be ap¬ 
pointed as a bishop and the first in the South West. 

People both inside and outside the church will wel¬ 
come this appointment, not least because the church has 
often been accused of dragging its feet on issues of 
equality. In Jesus’ time, everyone was equal, unless you 
happened to be, for example, a woman, slave, Samaritan, 
Gentile, tax collector, prostitute, disabled or a beggar! 
But Jesus refused to play this “exclusion game” and he 
was constantly criticised by the establishment for mixing 
with so-called outsiders. 

If we’re honest, it can sometimes be tempting to write 
our own personal list of outsiders, but we are, thank 
goodness, becoming a more inclusive society. It’s a 
cause for celebration that women are now able to use 
their gifts and talents in both the service of God and their 
local community. These communities, inside the church 
and out, are built on the love, compassion and respect 
people have for each other. In even our smallest rural 
communities, often where many other services and fa¬ 
cilities have long gone, the church remains, as a symbol 
of God’s love. 

Finally, news that Bethany Chapel holds a prayer meet¬ 
ing every Thursday at 7.30pm, which mostly also has 
Bible study. On June 18th they will be showing two 
DVDs instead of the Bible study, totalling about half an 
hour. They feature Christian service in Angola, still 
struggling to recover from 27 years of civil war, with 80 
per cent unemployment, and a very real fear of witch¬ 
craft; and also in Turkey, with its contrasts of old and 
new, rich and poor, primitive and sophisticated. All are 
welcome, with tea and biscuits afterwards.

JURASSIC FIELDS FESTIVAL SUCCESS 
LOOKING TO REPEAT ITSELF 


ORGANISING an event no matter how small often re¬ 
sults in problems, so imagine what it must be to take 
on a project such as Bridport's first music festival, es¬ 
pecially when you have no previous experience. 

That was the situation facing Daniel Broom, manag¬ 
ing director of Jurassic Fields Productions Limited 
(JFPL), when he and fellow organiser Scott Morris 
came up with the idea. 

With an empty sheet of paper, but a desire to fill a 
gap in Bridport's calendar that so many people had 
talked about for so long, where did he start and why? 

Although not musically talented, he has lived in the 
town all his life and grown up with the amazing music 
scene that exists in Bridport. As a result he noticed 
how hard it was for local talent to progress in the in¬ 
dustry to get noticed an obtain that all important 
chance through a demo record, a grant for music tu¬ 
ition or to produce what could be a Number One 
album; all dreams beyond the majority. 

The short term objective was to provide a community 
event celebrating music to give local musicians the op¬ 
portunity to perform on a professional stage whilst 
combining it with attractions to make it a family event. 

The first one last year was hailed as a huge success 
and received glowing praise from all quarters, positive 
reaction being received from sponsors, bands in¬ 
volved and the public through social media, both for 
the content and the professional way in which it was 
planned and organised. 

With the ambition to support youth music particu¬ 
larly, a number of youth acts and young musicians will 
be performing on stage at this year's event, which 
once again is being held as Asker Meadows on Satur¬ 
day July 11th. 

The long term goal; within 3-4 years; is to create a 
professional music studio and rehearsal hall in Brid-

port, making the resources available to local mu¬ 
sicians at little or no cost, and to 

provide grants to local musicians to further 
their career. They hope that this might create a 
model for other communities to establish their 
own festivals and opportunities for musicians. 

However the path to success is slow and not 
without its pitfalls, as Daniel found out. 

However his preparation and hard work and 
ability to work with Bridport Town Council and 
other local organisation and authorities in the 
town ensured the day was a success. 

Daryl Chambers, BTC Surveyor who was re¬ 
sponsible for ensuring the organ¬ 
isers met the criteria, and with the 
help of the town council, gave full 
support and advice said: "It was a 
fantastic day and couldn't have 
gone any better from my point of 
view. They did everything I asked 
of them and that showed on the 
day with how well organised it 
was. I thoroughly enjoyed it. It was 
superb and a fantastic addition to 
events in Bridport." 

Despite the resounding success, 
the event lost money, something 
38-year old Daniel felt through his 
pocket, although they are hoping to break even 
this year. 

He confirmed it cost around £50,000 to put on 
the festival and comply with all the regulations 
required for such an event, and although spon¬ 
sors money went a long way, they still needed to 
organise fundraisers during the year such as Race 
Nights, Duck Races, quizzes and car boot sales to 
boost the coffers. 

A Senior Systems Engineer with Amsafe Brid¬ 
port for almost 20 years he admitted last year 
was a bit deflating having put in about 3000 
hours of his spare time with nothing to show for 
it apart from a big dent in his bank account to 
cover the deficit. 

He said: "The 5 year plan shows we should

break even this year and as it establishes we will 
start making the money to meet our long term 
objectives. It has been a lot easier this year but 
you do need the help and support to make it suc¬ 
cessful. We are always looking for new sponsors 
and are following up grant opportunities to 
make the dream a reality and form a sustainable 
and enjoyable festival that people will be putting 
on their calendars every year." 

Asked what he thought will make Jurassic 
Fields a long term success he said: "The support 
of the locals is definitely a major factor. Without 
the help of the sponsors and the public support¬ 
ing this event it wouldn't succeed. 

"I think the family aspect of the 
festival makes it slightly different 
from some of the other festivals as 
the variety of attractions including 
the free kids entertainment, music, 
comedy and the introduction of 
the youth stage makes it more of a 
community festival and more ap¬ 
pealing to a wider audience. 

"Obviously the variety of acts is a 
major factor and while a big head¬ 
liner may bring in a bigger audi¬ 
ence it is not always the case, and 
are often very expensive and 
therefore not viable. Therefore this year we 
changed our way of thinking. There are so many 
great acts that maybe aren't quite as well known, 
but still all have their own big followings that will 
still pull you those same sorts of crowds. The 
ticket sales have been really good already this 
year and if we can keep the support and momen¬ 
tum we can turn this event from something 
good into something great." 

The event which runs from 10am until 11 pm is 
headlined this year by Ska band Orange Street 
and once again promises to be a great success.

Dorset's own Jurassic World 


JURASSIC WORLD has been released this weekend - 
and if you've enjoyed the record breaking film, now 
come and see the enormous 150million year old skull 
bones of the Weymouth Bay Pliosaur at Dorset County 
Museum! 

The fossil bones of this pliosaur skull were recovered 
by amateur fossil collector Kevan Sheehan between 
2003 and 2008, as they were washed out of a landslide 
on the coast in Weymouth Bay. The largest piece 
weighed over 80 kg, and the skull itself is a massive 2.4 
metres long. Featured recently as one of National Ge¬ 
ographic's Top 10 Biggest Beasts, the pliosaur was the 
'T Rex of the ocean', an 18metre long ferocious predator 
of the seas. Known as'The World's Biggest Bite', the Wey¬ 
mouth Bay Pliosaur would have been capable of biting 
the biggest great white shark alive today clean in half. 

The Dorset specimen is one of the most complete and 
best preserved skulls ever found, and as a result it has 
provided new insights into our understanding of how 
these enormous animals evolved. 

Since its discovery, hundreds of hours have been 
spent carrying out a detailed analysis and cleaning 
away the rock to expose the detail of the fossil under¬ 
neath. Alongside this conservation work an intensive 
programme involved the Jurassic Coast team and 
Dorset County Museum working together to produce 
an exciting, interactive display showcasing the fossil 
with the theme'The World's Biggest Bite'. Mounted dra-
